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Category #3: 5-cholesten-3b-ol, upon which claims 2-6, 8-19, and 54-57 are 
readable; 

Category #4: cardiolipin, upon which claims 2-7, 9-19, and 54-57 are readable; 
and 

Category #5: dipentadecaenoyl phosphatidylethanolamine, upon which claims 
2-7, 9-10, 12-19, and 54-57 are readable.
